The work presented was all of it unex- 
pectedly sound and artistic, and the con- 
cert was more than a pupils’ recital ; it was 
a delightful entertainment. 

All the singing was good. Miss Burns 
sang tlie Gounod cavatina grandly and was 
enthusiastically recalled. We do not re- 
member ever having heard it so well sung 
at a pupils’ recital. The songs by Gavnor 
and Cowen were charmingly rendered. 

Miss Burns' articulation is clean cut, her 
voice under almost perfect control, ami it 
is beautifully clear and sympathetic. She 
is a singer that we will know more of in 
tlie future. 

Mrs. Wheeler sang her number very 
sweetly and when recalled gave Howlev’s, 
“Because I love you, dear," delightfully. 

Tlie singing of Mr. Ajitrobus was earnest 
and straightforward, the old Irish air being 
especially pleasing. 

We wish we might have heard more from 
Mr. WHson, for he is a glorious basso can- 
tiinte, und his shading iu Cantor’s “O Fair, 
O -Sweet and Holy," was a remarkably line 
bit of work, and so it was in tlie Welsh air 
he sang for an encore. Mr. Morse is to be 
commended for the honest singing by his 
pupils. If we are to judge by this recital 
' lie has rare talent in bringing out what is 
j best and purest in their voices. 

; Of the pianoforte numbers the first in- 
cluded a prelude by Mr. Morse himself, 
who Mr. Hale says is doing some really ex- 
' cellent work in composition. Tlie prelude 
unites very happily a polyphonic style 
with a harmonic structure distinctly 
modern, and is very original ami musiciati- 
ly. The Mozart Fantasia was given, bar- 
ring some occasional nervousness with 
great delicacy of phrasing and clearness of 
. style. 

Miss Dalton was unavoidably absent, to 
the sincere regret of those who heard her 
play the Hondo in the studio a month ago. 

The very modern group played by Miss 
Dow were given with much dash uml 
piquancy. The violin concerto, played by 
a boy of fourteen, who has studied but two 
years, sho wed Mr. Howard to be as good 
a teacher as he is a charming pluyer. His 
breadth and quality of tone, and neatness 
j of bowing were a genuine surprise. 

Iu short the results exhibited more than 
' justify the expectations entertained by tlie 
friends of the new institution. It is to be 
heartily congratulated upon the success of 
! its first public appearunce, uml Newton 
: is to be congratulated in its turn upon liuv- 
I ing such un institution iu its possession. 


NEWTONVILLE R0BBEPS. 

TWO YOUNG I.ADS IMPLICATED IN MANY 

llltEA KM — PLUNDER COMHISTKD OF 

TOOL*, LEAD PIPE AND ELECTRICAL 

APPARATUS. 

John EL Danforth, 14, and Hamid Cooke, 
14, of Newtonville, are charged with break- 
ing and entering and larceny from build- 
ings in more than 2n cases, and in addition 
the Cooke boy is charged with receiving 
stolen goods. 

Several weeks ago a tool-chest in a vacant 
house at Newton Centre was broken open 
an«l a small quantity of tools stolen. Sergt. 
Bartlett was watching the house Sunday 
evening, about IO.jo, when two boys rode 
up on bicycles and effected an entrance. 
They made for the tool-chest, and the 
sergeant captured one in the act of opening 
it. The other managed to reach his wheel 
and make his escape. The sergeant’s cap- 
ture proved to he young Danforth, whose 
parents are respectable people in Newton- 
ville. 

Danforth was taken to station 4, where 
he was put through a rigid examination by 
Sergts. Bartlett and Heustis. He finally 
dated that his companion was young 
Cooke, and that they hud together stolen 
the tools tw o weeks earlier. He also con- 
fessed to entering the houses on Auburn- 
dale avenue, one on Commonwealth 
avenue, one on Washington street, New- 
tonville. the new high school building at 
Newtonville, an unfinished house off Bea- 
! con street, Brookline, and several other 
houses in Newton Centre. In most of 
them, he claimed, young Cooke was his ac- 
complice. 

Tools, electric* batteries, wire tubing, 
i electric apparatus and lead pipe and fix- 
tures were stolen. Most of the stuff was 
carried away in the daytime on the bovs’ 
bicycles. In the case of the Brookline 
break, however, young Danforth stated 
that a team was used ami a wagon load of 
plunder carried away. The total value of 
the property is estimated at about($ono, but 
the damage done to the houses entered by 
the careless removal of the wiring and 
piping will mount into the thousands. 
>ome of the stuff was disposed of by the 
boys, and a still larger part was recovered 
Monday morning. 

The Cooke boy was questioned bv Sergt. 
Bartlett ami acknowledged that lie was 
concerned in some of tlie breaks. After he 
had been examined the sergeant and In- 
spector Fletcher searched the houses of 
the two boys, and hidden in the cellars and 
under the ffoors found more than 20 bat- 
teries, a dozen electric bells, thousands of 
feet of wire, and ull sorts of electric appa- 
ratus, in value about $2uo. 

The knowledge of the boys’ offenses was 
a great shock to their parents. A number 
' of other Newtouville boys, some of them 
belonging to the most prominent families 
in the village, are also said to be implicated 
j in the matter. 

Both boys have been held in $400 for 
j trial by the grand jury. 

NEWTON CLUB. 

! The first in the series of promenade con- 
certs. which was given at the Newton 
club house Wednesday evening, proved to 
be one of the most successful social events 
of the early summer. More than 1000 mem- 
bers of the club and their gue.-ts from Bos- 
ton, Brookline aud Cambridge availed 
themselves of the hospitality of the club 
and thronged the clubhouse and grounds 
during the hours of the concert. The 
: entire clubhouse was thrown open, 
and the broad verandas and the adjoining 
tennis courts were inclosed in canvas walls 
for a promenade. The huge tent w as 
brilliant with hundreds of electric lights, 
whose rays fell softened through globes of 
varied hues. Scattered about the piazzas 
ami grounds were scores of tete-a-tete 
tables, at which light refreshments were 
served during the evening. From stole 
popular airs were discoursed by the band 
stationed in the large tent. The concert 
was given under the direction of the enter- 
tainment committee of the club, of which 
Mr. W. EL Kimball is president.

The general court is <>n the home stretch. 
Everybody is in a hurry. Morning ses- 
sions for both branches; short calendars, 
long debates ; talk of two legislative days 
in one, and all that sort of thing : every ef- 
fort bent to getting through this week, a 
things which seems practically impossible. 
As those best fitted to judge remark, “if 
they hurry, they can get through by the 
last of next week.” At this stage of the 
proceedings, almost anything may happen. 

It happened yesterday, when the house 
with malice aforethought killed the patri- 
otic proposition that there should he a cele- 
bration of the centennial launching of the 
frigate Constitution, on the ground that 
Senator Roe, the father of the resolve, had 
opposed recess committees this year. The 
senator could stand it, but the country at 


stuff the Massachusetts house is made of, 

It happened again, when the senate, 
without a single word of opposition of de- 
fence, killed the bill to provide for a 
bicycle road from Boston to Fall River, Of 
course one could not blame men like .Sena- 
tor Harwood if they had made their minds 
up and were ready to vote, but somebody 
was very much to blame that they had not 
risen to defend the measure, or at least in- 
formed the public what were the reasons 
for the rejection of a bill which had passed 
the house unanimously. For years Moody 
Boynton has been knocking at the door of 
the legislature asking for a bill under 
which he could build a bicycle road and 
satisfy the public mind on the question of 
whether the system is practical or not. The 
writer has sat and listened to the debates 
year after year, and has been pretty well 
informed as to the motives which have 
actuated committees and members in their 
treatment of the enthusiastic inventor, .lie 
may therefore have a right to say that 
there has never yet been granted a bill 
which was not so plastered over with un- 
friendly amendments as to be of no value 
whatever. It would almost seem that if 
the claims that the road is impractical and 
never will be built are correct, there would 
be no harm in the legislature granting a 
bill under which it might be built if it were 
practical. Another thing ought to be said. 
For venrs it has been claimed that Mr. 
Boynton criticised the legislature too 
much. This year he has been effusive in 
his words of praise, and very careful in- 
deed not to say anything which could bo 
construed as a reilection. It has also been 
claimed that his attitude toward those who 
have become owners with him in his 
patents was such that nothing could be 
done. Some of these very men have said 
in my hearing this year, that if the general 
court would only grant a bill under which 
a road could be built, they would take care 
of the rest. Gen. Howard even journeyed 
to Boston to say it. Of course it is patent 
thot these reasons are fallacious, and that 
the real reason for adverse action is that 
the steam as well as electric roads are 
afraid of Mr. Boynton’s system. 

It was a little amusing yesterday to find 
that the senate ways and means commit- 
tee had replaced the cities and towns of 
Quincy, Milton, Hyde Park, Dedham, and 
Westwood in the bill in relation to the 
sewerage of the Charles and Neponset 
river valleys. The point was here: Mr. 
Gibbs of Brookline, after a study of the 
acts which created the two systems, found 
that while there was practically no protec- 
tion of the Charles river valley users 
against extortionate claims for the use of 
the outfall from the city of Boston, the 
Neponset valley act, which was passed 
some years later, contained every safe- 
guard which had been provided in the bill 
of Mr. Pickard of Newton. He therefore 
had the Neponset valley stricken out. The 
senate v a s ami means committee, of 
which Smitor Flint, representing this 
region, is a member, promptly put it back 
again. 1 found on investigation that they 
knew nothing of the matter except that 
the title said Neponset valley and the’text 
nothing about it. Hence their action.

Its chief trade is 
with Triest, which takes from it raisins 
and oil in return for soap. 

Khnnln comes next to Candle, with a 
population of 1 1,000, equally divided be- 
tween Christians ami Mohammedans. 
Klianiu is the ancient Cydontn. The mod- 
ern town dates from 1252 and is the prin- 
cipal port of the Island, the commercial 
capital and the residence of the foreign 
consuls. Not far from Khnnln Is the ad- 
mirable anchorage of Sttda hay. Retimo, 
the third town, is 65 miles southwest of 
Cundin. Its population is not aliove 8,000. 


SECRET DRAWERS IN USE. 

Call For Them Before Failures —Vander- 
bilt's Underground Exit. 

It is not alone In stories that secret 
drawers, hiding places in furniture nnd 
private passages underneath houses are to 
be found nowadays. They are to lie found 
also in modern New York. According to 
a cabinet maker, orders are frequently re 
ceivod by him for pieces of furniture made 
with hidden receptacles.

An odd thing, too, in the furniture 
trade is the fact that most of the “old 
English ouk settees, " chairs of the reign of 
Anno, etc., supposed to lie antiques, are 
manufactured in Grand Rapids. 

As for the underground passages, there 
are more of them in New York than in a 
mediteval town. They aro not all secret, 
but under up town mansions built within 
ten years there are some which only the 
owner and the builder know about. Un- 
der the Vanderbilt chateau ut the plaza 
there is one which runs from a point lie 
iieatli a rear r.xmi out to the edge of the 
street, where the exit is concealed hv a 3lab 
which looks like u part of the pavement. 
In ease of robbery or uuy other danger 
within the house escape could lie made 
through this passage to the street, where an 
alarm could be sounded. Guards at the 
doors would thus ho caught at tlielr posts, 
not knowing that any one within the 
house lmd passed out of it. — Now York 
Press.

OUU DESPOTIC RULERS. 

*The Forum for June lias a very sugges- 
tive article on “A New Form of Govern- 
ment, ” which will give thoughtful people a 
good deal to ponder over. We denounce 
the despotisms of the old world, but it 
would be difficult to find a case of more 
despotic rule than that of Platt iu New 
York, Quay in Pennsylvania, Gorman in 
Maryland, or Cox in Ohio, not to mention 
others, Mr. Platt wished the bill for 
greater New York passed, and his obedient 
legislature “jams'’ it through ; he wishes to 
be elected senator, and although not a 
word was said in commendation of him, he 
is elected. 

The legislature represents Mr. Platt and 
not the people, and even the Czar of Russia 
has not greater power. Mr. Bishop asks up- 
on what does this great power rest, but there 
is no mystery about it. The power rests 
upon money, raised as “campaign contribu- 
tions” from both individuals and corpora- 
tions, but mainly from corporations. “It 
is admitted by Mr. Platt’s friends that he 
raises money in this way, and takes ‘con. 
tributions’ in return for legislative protec- 
tion and other favors to come.” The ulti- 
mate result is that the people have got to 
pay for these favors, in the misuse of their 
public offices, iu extravagant legislation, 
and oppressive taxation. 

Mr. Llavemeyer of the sugar trust testi- 
fies that the trust makes campaign contribu* 
tlons each year. Auother corporation is 
known to pay $'*0,000 a year, and in this 
way the bosses are able to dictate in poli- 
tics, and iu order to keep up such contribu- 
tions they “take care of their friends.” 
They do this in state legislatures, and iu 
Congress, as is shown by the latest turiff 
bill, where the sugar schedule is an open 
scandal. The people of course have to pay 
the hills, ami although the scandal is 
notorious, yet as the bosses are necessary 
to party success, good men stand by these 
corrupt bargains. Mr. Bishop says the 
only way is for all honest men to get to- 
gether, and work to get honest govern- 
ment. But the trouble is that men who are 
thoroughly honest in every other detail of 
life, ure not shocked at dishonesty in poli- 
tics, if only “our side” profits by it. They 
ure too disposed to think it is u choice of 
evils, and so prefer their own rascals to 
those of the other party. Judging from

One amusing instance of the folly of the 
scheme to build a mile or two of state road, 
as an object lesson to the country people, Is 
related in regard to a state road near 
Northampton. The road was built at great 
expense about two yeurs ago, with a cover- 
ing of fine crushed stone, but when some 
repairs were needed this spring the farm- 
ers dumped sand from the roadside over 
the crushed stone, which shows how much 
of a benefit the object lesson was to them. 
This seems to confirm the statement of 
some observers, that the larger part of the 
state road expenditure was money thrown 
away, and that the proper way would have | 
been to have built one continuous road, 
and then put it under state control, so that 
men of some knowledge of road building 
might have charge of the work of keeping 
it in order. 


Judge Bradley will go down to his- 
tory as the Sugar Trust Judge, for even 
good lawyers were surprised at his curious 
decisions, which seemed to lean so de- 
cidedly towards the men w ho were guilty 
of abusing the power of great wealth. 
Like the famous income tax decision, 
Judge Bradley’s decision will probably 
hold a large place in the next national cam- 
paign. Broadly stated, his decision is that 
it is none of the Senates business, if the 
Sugar Trust does buy up Senators and 
purchase favorable legislation by im- 
mense campaign contributions to both 
parties, in order to plunder the people, 
and that all efforts to lay bare the scandal 
is an “impertinent prying into the private 
affairs of the trust. But how long will 
the people stnnd such scandals in their 
national congress is the question? Sim lar 
scandals in Fiance were followed by a 
Revolution, and history teaches us that 
reaction is violent in proportion to the 
scandals. 


The West End street railway corpora- 
tion, according to its paid attorneys uml 
the friendly Boston dailies, is so poor that 
it cannot afford free transfers, but accord- 
ing to the United States Investor, lust year 
the earnings were so large that it was de- 
cided to charge $1,000,000 to operating ex- 
penses, rather than have that amount ap- 
pear among the net receipts. Our legisla- 
tors are so friendly that they will probably 
defeat free transfers, and the folly of giv- 
ing away the franchises to street railways 
appears when one estimates how much the 
West End could afford to pay for the use of 
the public streets and still pay u high divi- 
dend on its actual capital. The legislature 
also seems more than willing to grant a 
practically free inunopoly to the Elevated 
Railway scheme, though this is covered up 
by all sorts of plausible arguments by in- 
terested papers and speakers.

The Boston Herald culls attention to 
the enormous price Boston has just had to 
pay for some luud on Columbus avenue, 
and says that tliut illustrates the great ob- 
jection to municipal control of public 
works. A city 1ms always to pay much 
more thun a private corporation, for land 
or labor, or for anything else, and conse. 
quently municipal enterprises can never be 
economically conducted. We bad the same 
experience here in the widening of Wash, 
ington street, where the city had to pay 
much more than the railroad would have 
paid for the same lots ol laud, ami a jury 
is generally inclined to look favorably on 
the claims of private citizens, as against u 
city. Tlie stories of the Miccess of munici- 
pal street railways which come from cities 
iu the old country may be all true, but for 
this and lor other reasons peculiar to this 
country, it is doubtful if they would be 
successful here. The other reasons may 
be found in the presence of such men iu 
high official positions us Governor Black of 
New York, who look upon public office as 
u private snap, for the rewarding of all 
their heelers, and who seem to think that 
all public enterprises ure mainly for the 
reward of the victors in politics, and for 
the public benefit only incidentally. This 
sume spirit is also seen iu the present Con- 
gress, where sucli a bitter tight is being 
wuged uguinst the civil service refo: m 
rules, and where all the public offices have 
been turned over to the senators uml rep; e- 
seiitatlves, to enable them to pose as party 
bosses. J f the spoils system could ever be 
got rid of, there might be soi 
carrying on public enterprises s 
uml in this way relieving the 
some of the burden of taxes Hi 
pay on watered capital in their street 
ways, gas uml electric companies, 
other corporations wbicli serve the public 
and at the same time get all they mu out of 
the public purse.

A STRANGE MEETING.

When wp actually obtain that. which 
vc have most ardently lonjred for, it 
often happens thnt wo find tho posses- 
sion rather more troublesome than was 
tho want.

Before tho 
Jameson raid Mr. Rhodes enjoyed great 
popularity among tho Dutch Afrikanders, 
for he was always careful to treat their na- 
tional characteristics with respect, and lie 
was credited with an honest Intention of 
making in South Africa a great. Anglo- 
Dutch United States, where each nation 
might forget tlie jealousies born of alle- 
giance to different.

Parasites In Tropic Forests. 

Julian Hnv. ; I onto writes a paper de- 
scribing uutme in Jamaica, and this ap- 
pears in The Century under the title 
“A Tropic Climb.” Parasites of all 
kinds infest the tropic woods lilto the 
twisted cordage of wrecked vessels. 
There is a sort of silent fierceness about 
them that is appalling. Often you mis- 
take them for tlie tree itself which they 
ure devouring, so close and intimate is 
their fatal embrace. Once I saw a tree 
dying thus and a second parasite upon 
the back of the first, which it was slow- 
ly devouring. A common sight is the 
liana, a vegetable rope, some no thicket 
than whipcord, others inches in diam- 
eter. They hang straight down from un- 
known heights of tall trees, tho same 
size from top to bottom and of cousid- 
erablo strength. I wus climbing down a 
perpendicular cliff und had got to a 
point where there seemed no possibility 
of descending further and still less of 
returning and was wondering how it 
would feel to drop 40 feet to the bottom 
of tlie cliff when I saw a 2 inch rope 
hanging down ut my left hand. • It was 
a liana. I iaid hold of it and gave it a 
tug. It wus apparently unchored fuBt 
somewhere above, uijd it certainly reach- 
ed to the foot of tho rock. It wus so pre- 
ternaturally convenient that I felt some 
suspicion of it, but there was no alter- 
native, and i finally went down it, huiid 
under hand, like a sailor, and got off 
suit*.

On out- 
sine cities and towns the city would lose 
83.ll per capita for each week, or a total of 
78 weeks of $211.48, making a total of 
$2,914,157 on state, town and outside city 
cases. 

1 have not taken Into consideration the 
contagious disease cases and there can be 
no basis taken of what the city does lose 
from state, town and other city cases out- 
side of tlie city of Newton as I have in- 
cluded under tlie same head, both conta- 
gious cases and outdoor poor cases, and 
should it be based on last year’s report of 
the trustees of the hospital, of 310 weeks 
at.$10.35,the city would lose $11.35 per week 
or a total of 310 weeks of 83,58(5.00. Should 
any of them be Newton cases wo could at 
most not charge more than half to the city 
of Newton, which would be a liberal Allow- 
ance, and then tlie loss on contagious 
disease cases would bo about $1800, or a 
total for the outdoor and contagious 
disease cases of about $4(500, in round 
numbers that the city of Newton pays for 
tlie privilege of taking care of tlie poor of 
the state and other cities and towns. 

1 do not believe in throwing our treasury 
open to any such draft as tliis. If there is 
to be a gift to the hospital it should be a 
voluntary one from the citizens and tax- 
payers, and not forced by this board. 

lie compared tlie following cities with 
Newton: Springfield, Slioon, Lynn, $4500 
for Emergency hospital; Fall River city 
hospital is in charge of the overseers of tlie 
poor, and tlie expenses are paid from their 
appropriation. The same is true of Lowell 
and other eities where no appropriation is 
made. Cambridge has a contract with the 
Carney hospital at $4 per week for all 
cases, and 1 understand that this hospital 
is willing to take more for the same 
amount. 

I believe all hospitals supported by 
charity as the Newton Cottage hospital is, 
should receive their support from contribu- 
tions, popular subscriptions, or by endow- 
ment, and not from appropriation obtained 
from tlie tax-payers in any way. I contend 
we have no right to give directly, or in- 
directly, money to any institution whatso- 
ever, but that we must have value received 
for all moneys paid out. I have been ac- 
cused of being against the hospital. This 
I niupt deny. 1 simply want it settled on 
business principles and not on sentiment. 
1 am willing to give tlie hospital all it is 
worth, and 1 maintain thut this contract 
gives them this and more. Based on the 
report of tlie joint special committee, we 
have the following results: 

State cases 529 weeks; other cities and 
towns cases (58 vftseks; part pay cases 391 
weeks; Newton cases 18(5 weeks; free cases 
(55 weeks; total 1239 at $10.11 equals $12,- 
52(5.29. Contagious cases 31(5 at $1(5.35 
equals $51(5(5.(50. Less received from part 
pay cases, $1837.70. leaving a balance of 
$15,835.19. Now ii we deduct what is re- 
ceived from outside resources; from state 
cases 529 at $5 equals $2(540; other towns 
and eities (58 at $7 equals $47(5. Total 
$3121. 

This amount deducted from the $15,855,- 
19 leaves a balance of $12,734.19 us a net 
cost to the city of Newton. 

On the basis of tlie committee’s contract 
for 18(5 weeks of Newton cases, it would 
cost 8(58.4(5 per week or $9.78 per day. 1 
understand it has been stated that the cost 
to tlie city, under tlie contract which the 
committee recommends as to adopt, would 
be about $9,700. Allowing tills to be the 
maximum, which I deny, it would cost the 
city $52.50 weekly or $7.45 per day, to take 
care of our own 18(5 cases. 

On the basis of the contract I present, 
taking the cases asgiven in tlie records of 
tlie poor department, there is a net cost to 
the city of $7,022 as follows:

MEMORIAL HALL FOR LASELL. 


'I. ASK OF {18 W 1 LI, MAKE NOTAHI.K GIFT 
TO SEMINARY THE DAY IT LEAVES 
SCHOOL. 


The class of '.Wot Lasell seminary pro- 
poses to make a notable gift to the institu- 
tion when tho day comes for it to leave the 
school. For several years each graduating 
class 1 ms presented the Institution with 
some permanent memorial of its years at 
the semlnrry, but the enterprising junior 
class has decided to surpass the gifts of 
all its predecessors, and will present the 
seminary a memorial hall. 

Tho necessary committees have alrcdy 
been appointed. Communications are be- 
ing sent to ail the “old Lasell girls.” ask- 
ing for assistance in carrying out tills pro- 
ject. The brunt of tho work and of the 
expense will be borne by the class of ns. 
The gift to the seminary will bo made in 
its name in commencement week in ns.

'File hail is designed to meet a need 
which has long been felt at commence- 
ment time and on the ocasslon of school 
entertainments.

Tho exorcises were impressive, and were 
pervaded by the feeling of sadness at leav- 
ing the instiution where four years of 
study have been passed, which belongs to 
the graduate mind at this period of the 
year. 

On the platform were seated principal 
and Mrs. Bragdon, Miss Carpenter, Rev. It. 
C. McArthur, the orator of the day, and 
Hev. W. It. Clarke of Cleveland, O. 

Tho exercises opened with prayer by Dr. 
Clark, after which Prof. Bragdon in- 
troduced Dr, McArthur of New York. lie 
spoke in part as follows: 

“We ought to give groat gratitude to 
God, and heartily congratulate one another 
tliut we have our span of life in this most 
wonderful period of tlie world’s history. 
During tlie period from 1880 to tlie present 
day, more moral, social, intellectual and 
religious questions have been earnestly 
asked and understandingly answered than 
in any corresponding period in the world’s 
history. 

“We stand too near tlie great events that 
are transpiring around us to appreciate 
their magnitude and historical relations. 
Wo cannot appreciate historical character at 
its true worth when we stand near to it. 
We do not today appreciate the characters 
of tlie great men of the civil war as we 
ought. It will be 100 years before the 
magnitude of Lincoln’s character can be 
appreciated. It was not until 1840, when 
Carlyle wrote his two volumes, tliut tlie 
English people recognized that Oliver 
Cromwell was the greatest character in 
English history. 

“We contrast the condition of women in 
• England today with her condition at tlie 
beginning of the Victorian era. In con- 
tinental Europe woman is not honored to- 
day as in England, and in England she is 
not honored as in these United States. 
There is nowhere else in the world a place 
where woman is so much a queen as in tlie 
United States. You have this wonderful 
opportunity. With tlie success of the 
women of this century before you, you are 
going out with the materials at 3011 hand, 
which you have gathered during your four 
years at Lasell. 

“That you may perform your part in this 
throbbing life of tlie world 1 make a few 
practical suggestions! Set before your- 
selves very high ideals. Let your concep- 
tion be high, and your attainment must be 
high. Be noble women. 1 almost said 
manly women, but I mean be womanly in 
tlie fullest sense of tlie word. The world 
lias today very little use for the woman 
who is only a toy. Remember the import- 
ance of tremendously hard work. If there 
be u genius in this class who thinks to ac- 
complish much without hard work, i do 
not want to meet her. For such a one there 
may in tlie providence of God lie hope in 
some world to conn*, hut not in this. 

“Genius is the ability and willingness to 
undertake tremendously hard work, with 
the overwhelming conviction of its success. 

I know of no man who has achieved success 
without hard work. Study at tlie great 
fountain of English literature and English 
thought. We want women who are no 
toys, but are able and willing to do their 
part in tli is busy world. The most import- 
ant and inclusive element in success is tlie 
possession of a worthy character. 

“Character is tlie diamond, which cuts 
every other stone. I beseech you be pure 
in heart, he worthy of your alma mater 
and of your mother and father. Be most 
of all pupils in tho school of Christ, that 
after you have graduated from all earthly 
schools you may be matrieuluted in to a 
heavenly.” 

At the conclusion of Dr. McArthur’s ad- 
dress tin* diplomas were awarded to the 
graduates by Prof. Bragdon.

Death of W. H. Mendell. 

Mr. William H. Mendell of the Gamewell 
Fire Alarm Telegraph Company died at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital early Wed 
nesday morning. He was born at Great 
Falls, N. II., in 18;w. He learned the iron 
moulder’s trade, und early in his life he 
became interested in fire alarm telegraph. 
After working at his trade a few years lie 
went West, and through the influence of 
his brother-in-law, John F. Kennard, who 
was in the employ of the Gamewell Fire 
Alarm Company, secured a position as aid 
in the installation of a fire alarm equip- 
ment at St. Louis, Mo. 

After the completion of the plant at St, 
Louis lie performed similar service at New 
Orleans, and was engaged at Charleston, 
S. C., in putting in a lire alarm system 
there when Fort Sumter was bred upon. 
He was a man of intense Northern pro- 
clivities, and did not hesitate to express 
ins opinion and his loyalty to the North. 
He was waited noon by the vigilance 
committee, and experienced considerable 
difficulty in getting over the line. He con- 
tinued in lire alarm work during the civil 
war and in connection with John F. Ken- 
nurd and Joseph B. Stearns, who was 
superintendent of tlie fire alarm telegraph 
in Boston, ami others became one of the 
owners of tlie Gamewell Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph Company. He secured many large 
contracts, among them being those at 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Quebec, Montreal, 
1. "lisville and Buffalo. 

I 1 isos he severed his connection with 
tin- company, ami for a time engaged in 
other business, resuming his position in 
tlie concern in 1885, ami continued in the 
lire alarm business uninterruptedly to the 
pr -»*nt time. 

lie was u meinbi r of the Newton Club 
an an attendant of the Newton Uni- 
ver.-alist church. He had lived in Newton- 
villi* for many years, his residence being 
at .v» Washington park. A widow sur- 
vives him.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON — OFFICERS’ 
REPORTS- ELECTION OF TRUSTEES AND 
OTlIKIt BUSINESS. 


The forty-third nnnual meeting of the 
Newton Cemetery Corporation was held in 
Nupt. Boss’ office on the grounds Wed- 
nesday* afternoon. 'Hie usual number of 
trustees and lot-owners were present. 
About 8. HO o’clock vice-president Warren 
1\ 'Tyler called the meeting to order. The 
records of the last meeting were read, nnd 
Accepted. 

Supt.-Boss read his annual report which 
stated that ho monuments nnd 111 tablets 
have been erected during the year. 237 
interments have been made making tho 
whole number 401)4. The chapel has been 
in use ‘-'1 times. 52 lots have been pur- 
chased ami 5 re-purchased making the 
total number of lot-owners 1484. About 
0*200 days labor 1ms been performed by the 
workmen. Tho expenditures were $4781.o0. 
About 500 lots of 300 feet each are graded 
ready for sale worth besides perpetual care 
about 8150,000. 

The report of the treasurer was next 
read which showed that tho sale of lots 
from June 1, 1800, to June 1, 1807, had 
amounted to $10,023.75. An increase of 
$4,502 had been made to the perpetual care 
fund. Also that the assets above the lia- 
bilities amounted to $0052.34. 

The report of the trustees w as read by 
Mr. Tyler in the absence of the president, 
for year ending June 1, 1807. 

ANNUAL ItEl'OHT OF T1IE TKU8TKK8 OF 
NEWTON CEMETERY CORPORATION. 

The trustees refer to the reports of the 
treasurer and superintendent for detailed 
information of tho business of tho last 
year. 

The cemetery grounds have been kept in 
the usual good condition and some im- 
provements have been made. Among these 
we call attention to the combined gutters 
and edge-stones on the main avenue from 
the house to the level ground near the front 
gate, and also on the side avenue. They 
are neat and handsome and promise to be 
durable. 

The number of interments in the last 
year was larger than for any previous year, 
and there was an Increased use of the 
clmnel and receiving tomb. 

The increase of the Perpetual Care Fund 
for the year was $4502, and it now amounts 
to $97,735.46. Another year will probably 
carry it above the point we have been look- 
ing forward to for some time— $loo, ooo. 

The sales of lots for the year amounted 
to $10,923.75. a large proportion of the lots 
sold were on the slope west of ihe chapel, 
which was recently graded; so that that 
important improvement Is justified finan- 
cially as well as esthetically. 

An unpleasant difficulty has been en- 
countered in the low ering of the water in 
three of the ponds, which have been agree- 
able features of the grounds. The only ex- 
planation we have been able to discover for 
this change of the water level Is that the 
sewer, or the drain under it, has tapped the 
subterranean streams in the vicinity. We 
have presented the case to the sewer com- 
mittee of the city council, and negotiations 
for compensation are now pending. As 
the cemetery is not managed for profit, but 
for the use of the people of Newton, and in 
a way which enables all the citizens to take 
pride in it, we hope for liberal considera- 
tion on the part of the city government. 

Necessary work has been done on the 
avenues. The houses owned by the cor- 
poration and occupied by the employes 
have been repaired and improved. The 
old spruces on the Beacon street boundary, 
which had become ragged and unsightly, 
have been removed and the border planted 
with flowering shrubs.

REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 


WAGON) HOUSES AND MAN HURLED INTO 

CHARLES RIVER AT LOWER FALLS. 

One of the most peculiar accidents, and 
at the same time most remarkable escape, 
occured Tuesday evening at Newton Lower 
Falls. 

Abouttl.HOa large dray, belonging to the 
Bishop mill company, with two men on 
the seut and aloud consisting of nearly 
four tons of paper stock, was descending 
the steep hill leuding to the Charles 
river bridge on Wales street, at a 
lively puce. As the driver turned the 
horses to swim.' into the bridge the wagon 
refused to swing on the circle, und the 
whole load swung violently ugainst the 
railing of the bridge. 

There was a crash, which served to wuru 
the driver and his companion, and us the 
wugou and horses crashed through the 
railing they sprang from their places. 

One landed in the river free of the team 
ami scrambled ashore in safety. The 
second mail caught hold of some bushes 
on the hunk und drew himself to u place 
of safety. 

The momentum of tho heavy team cur- 
ried wagon uud horses over the edge of 
the bridge und into the river, a sheer full 
of is feet into four feet of water. 

The spectators rushed to the parapet ex- 
pecting to see the horses mangled and 
drowned, but were surprised to see them 
clear themselves from the wagon, und 
wade leisurely up stream until they could 
reach shore. 

The wagon loud lloated otf, and was 
drawn ashore at the mill a few rods down 
stream. Investigation showed that the 
wagon was uninjured und it was raised 
from the bed of the stream Wednesday. 
Tho only damage resulting from the acci- 
dent was the breaking of the liuruess.

NEWTON CENTRE THEOLOGIANS. 


REV. DR. HOUR DELIVERS THE IJACCA- 
LAUREATE TO SEMINARY GRADUATES. 

In the absence of President Alvah IT. 
Ilovey, the Rev. George E. Horr, D. 1)., of 
Boston delivered the baccalaureate before 
the students of tlie Newton Theological In- 
stitute and a large congregation at the New- 
ton Centre Baptist church, Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Ilorr said that the character of Ni- 
codemus had been largely misinterpreted. 
It had been ussumed that coming to the 
L.ord as he had done, that he w as a secret 
disciple of Christ. No statement was fur- 
ther from the truth, he said, and in the 
Now Testament, on three occasions, we 
find evidence to tlie contrary. 

When Christ’s disciples had for the time 
deserted him, in the example of Nicode- 
mus we find for one time in history that 
only one man stood on the side of our 
Lord. 

Here ‘tlie speaker contrasted the last 
hours of tlie Grecian philosopher, SoorateD 
and Christ, stating that while a period of 
some 4oo years separated the lives of these 
two men, in many respects they were very 
much like each other. We could not, how- 
ever, compare tlie last hours of Socrates 
and those of Christ, without realizing tlie 
vast diameter of space that separates many 
from tlie revelations of God. 

We do not get our best views of tlie 
truth through reason, but by intuition. 
The quality of the best preaching is not 
what leads men to the conclusion of the 
best process of reasoning. Our process of 
reasoning is but little more than stopping 
to vindicate what intuition had already 
discerned. 

Are we not justified in saying that a 
teacher who brings the truth comes from 
God ; ulso one who tells us that lie lias been 
impressed by tlie mighty works of God? 
Many people say that they would believe 
tlie New Testament if tlie accounts of the 
miracles were taken away. Tlie miracles, 
lie said, perfectly harmonized with tlie 
rest of tlie story, and ho was surprised that 
only 33 bright jewels were scattered on 
tlie earth when so many more were need- 
ed. lie did not wish to comment on 
whether the story were true or not. He 
merely wished to impress tlie fuct that 
they wore there. 

It, at tlie last supper, Christ had taken 
the disciples to a window, and, pointing to 
a star, had told them that it was heaven, 
ami that after leaving them he would be 
there, and that they would bo loft on earth, 
would it be any more amazing than what 
lie did say— “Whither I go. ye know, and 
tho way ye know ;” and his answer to 
Thomas, when the latter asks how can we 
know tho way? Jesus said to him: “I am 
tlie way, and tho truth and tho life.”

DROWNED AT RIVERSIDE. 

ERNEST II. GAMMONS, A PROMISING WEST 

NEWTON YOUNG MAN, TIIK VICTIM OF A 

CANOE ACCIDENT o.N TIIK CHARLES— 

thrown from a capsized canoe-

Another of those summer fatalities that 
have taken place on the Charles river be- 
tween Newton and Waltham, during the 
canoeing season for several years, oc- 
curred last Saturday evening. About 10.15; 
o’clock a canoe containing two men cap- 
sized on the river, midway between River- 
side and Waltham, and as a result of tlie 
accident, Ernest II. Gammons, son of Mrs. 
T. K. Gammons of Chestnut street, West 
Newton, was drowned. 

Mr. Gammons and a young man named 
Samuel Ryan of Taylor street, Waltham, 
had been canoeing near the Newton Boat 
clubhouse, and at the close of the baud con- 
cert started toward Waltham. Shortly 
after leaving this point they accepted a tow 
from a passing steam launch. When off 
the Wawbewawa clubhouse the canoe up- 
set, and both men were thrown in the 
water. Ryan niannged to swim to tlie 
launch, and was dragged aboard. Gam- 
mons sank almost immediately, and did 
not rise again. 

Police headquarters was at once notified 
of tlie affair, and a squad of officers under 
Sergt. Purcell at once began dragging tlie 
river. Tlie work continued through the 
night but it wns not until 9 o’clock the 
next morning that the body was found. 
It was brought up on a grappling iron by 
Officer Qullty, in the cove near the Rustic 
bridge on the old Pulsifer estate. This 
was hut a few yards from where tlie 
drowning occurred. At this point tlie 
water is about 15 feet deep. 

The remains were taken to West New- 
ton, and handed over to the family. To 
them tlie blow was doubly sad. made so by 
tlie fact that that day was his twentieth 
birthday, and a celebration had been 
planned. 

Mr. Gammons was a civil engineer em- 
ployed by Charles H. W. Wood of Boston, 
lie had an unusually promising future, and 
was held in high esteem by his associates. 
He was a private in Co. C., 5th regt., M. 
V. M., and very popular as a member of 
the company, lie was a native of West 
Newton, where he had resided all his life. 
Mr. Gammons was a member of the Wabe- 
wawa Canoe Club, and held a high posi- 
tion socially. 

With all tlie ceremony of a military fun- 
eral, the body of Earnest IT. Gammons 
was consigned to its final resting place 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The funeral services were held at the 
family residence on Chestnut street, West 
Newton, at 3 o’clock, and was largely at- 
tended. Co. C turned out with full ranks, 
in command of Capt. E. R. Suringer, to 
pay the last honors to their comrade. 

Tlie service was conducted by Rev. 
Julian C. Jaynes, assisted by Rev. Theo- 
dore P. Prudden. The interment was in 
tlie Newton cemetery, where three volleys 
were fired over tlie grave and "taps” was 
sounded by the company musician.

Riverside Recreation Grounds. 

Mr. Charles W. Hubbard, the originator 
of the Riverside Recreation Ground idea, 
had a party of distinguished men of Boston 
und Newton last Saturday, out to see liow 
far the execution of his plan has pro- 
gressed. 

The Hon. Henry E. Cobb, mayor of New- 
ton. Ur. 1). A. Sargent, Ur. H. P. Bow- 
ditch, Ur. E. M. Ilartwell, Ur. Cutts, Ur. 
Chauuing, Ur. Bradford, Supt. Aldrich of 
the Newton public schools, Chairman E. 
B. Haskell, Secretary Woodbury and Mr. 
Richards of tlie Metropolitan park com- 
mission, Mr. Duggan of the Y. M. C. A., 
Mr. Wm. S. Eaton, Jr., Mr. J. T. Langford 
and Mr. Livingstone Cushing, all of whom 
are deeply interested in public spirited en- 
terprises, the development of athletics and 
physical culture, were of the party. 

Arriving at the grounds about 4 o’clock, 
they were given a suil up the river us far 
as the rapids and down stream to Waltham 
in a launch, after which Mr. Hubbard 
piloted them over tlie grounds, lie did not 
find it necessary, however, to call attention 
to tin* beauty of the view from tlie club 
buildings or tlie rise of ground where the 
tennis courts are. That was a point no one 
could fail to notice. After tlie tennis 
courts had been inspected and the other 
athletic grounds looked over, the party re- 
turned to the clubhouses and went through 
he i). 

There Is one building already occupied 
by clubs of students, und u larger one 
which is all but finished. Here there are 
accommodations for about 2on canoes, be- 
side the gigantic 17-puddle war canoe and 
a couple of uine-paddle cruft ; a place set 
aside for the checking of bicycles; buffet, 
reception room und toilet room for ladies; 
a larger cafe for general use; rooms pro- 
vided with shower baths and lockers, 
which will be let to clubs ; rooms, lockers 
und baths for individuals, and other uc- 
eominodutions of u kind not ordinarily 
numbered auioug the accessories of athletic 
grounds. 

Not the least important of the features 
of tlie Riverside grounds is the swimming 
pool, into which hull' a dozen young men 
took a plunge. The superintendent of tlie 
grounds, James B. Kuowlton, took tlie 
temperature of tlie water several times 
during the afternoon, ami found it was 68 
degrees at each reading. 

Ground lias been broken at a corner of 
tlie pool, where the water is some u feet 
deep, for u diving tower, which will be 
about 2o feet high, and will have diving 
landings at different heights from the sur- 
face of the pool. 

When tlie members of the party had in- 
spected tlie reservation and the buildings. 
Mr. Hubbard entertained them ut luncheon 
and afterward some remained to listen to 
the concert at the Newton Boat C lub, a 
stone’s throw away, und to review the pro- 
cession of canoes that glided silently up 
and down the river at their feet.

D. 1). Cuulkln, a Boston uttoruey, who was 
not backward about making tin- tact pain- 
fully evident that there was no love lost 
between Mr Ward uud tlie residents in tlie 
vicinity of where the burn was to ne built, 
ills remurks iu part were to the ellect that 
Mr. Ward was au oppressor of poor people 
iu selling land for tlie purpose of placing a 
cow burn in their midst.

To the Editor of the Graphic 

The proposed Newton Education Society 
is taking shape and very soon a meeting 
will be held to organize the society by- 
adopting a constitution and electing officers 
to carry forward its work. That an educa- 
tion society, founded upon modern lines, is 
needed in Newton, no one who has given 
thought to the subject, will question, but 
the amount of good which such a society- 
can accomplish in our city depends upon 
the interest taken by our people in its or- 
ganization and succeeding xvork.

The year book of the Brookline society is 
full or interesting experiences, and shows 
the wide range of useful work such a socie- 
ty can successfully carry f >rward. The 
report of the committee on child study, on

properly. The attorney spoke of the neces- 
sity of accepting the street and of a bridge 
across the Boston & Albany tracks. These 
remonstrants, he sdid, had petitioned for 
these several times but bad not heard from 
them until a gentleman residivg on Sharon 
avenue wished a sewer con^uncted in that 
way that would have an outlet on Crescent 
street.

Mr. E. P. Hatch, who owns 1000 feet of 
frontage on Crescent street, and houses on 
Sharon avenue, .thought the sewer a 
necessity.

This condition had 
existed for some time and the only remedy 
was the construction of a sewer. 

Mr. Strum, who lives on Sharon avenue, 
endorsed Mr. Hatch’s remarks ami said at 
that time the cellar of his house contained 
six inches of water. In the spring season 
the dampness had been the cause of sick- 
ness among the members of his family.

The insuring of 
the buildings was thought of when it was 
thought that t lie debt limit had been 
reached.

Councilman Nagle introduced an order 
requesting tile public property committee 
to report at once 011 the ud visibility of in- 
suring public buildings. The order was 
voted 0 to 5 . 

Councilman Nagle said he hud considered 
the matter of insuring public buildings 
from u business standpoint. He was not in 
tiie insurance business umi hud 110 friends 
in it. 

Councilman Potter thought the council 
eutitled to a report in the mutter. 

Councilman Dana said the iiual disposi- 
tion of tiie mutter should be made by tiie 
city council ami not tiie committee. If a 
member introduced a petition or order he 
was entitled to a report on it. 

Councilman Potter spoke of tiie entire 
expenditure of the appropriation for side- 
walks. The petitions presented would 
have to beeudorsed with an expression of 
public sentiment relative to an additional 
appropriation before tiie action could be 
taken. Apparently $ 5 ,Udo will not pay the 
bill. 

Councilman Lymuu said he considered 
such a statement ill-timed. It might he 
misunderstood. The appropriation had 
not been exhausted. All petitions present- 
ed would be properly taken care of 


nearly in the centre of the city, it has be- 
come a city institution, and it furnishes 
one place in which all Newton people have 
a common if a sad interest. 

Mount Auburn or Forest Hills may be 
larger but they are no more beautiful nor 
more carefully and wisely looked after. 

Just now, tiie flowers and plants that 
are kept in the greenhouses all winter, 
have heen set out in tiie beds and borders, 
and their beauty excites the admiration of 
every visitor. The Rhododendrons near 
the Cemetery office are unusually brilliant 
and present a mass of color that would be 
dillicult to rival. 

Some of the special work of th’e year is 
the tilling up 01 the pond near Beacon 
street, which had dried up because of the 
sewer, which drained the springs feeding 
it, ami it is being laid out into lots with a 
large space kept open for flowers and 
shrubbery. The sewer on Walnut street is 
also interfering somewhat with the long 
chain of ponds, which add so much to the 
beauty of the cemetery, and tlxe famous 
Cold Spring, which gives its name to the 
settlement on Beacon street, is said to be 
drying up, and the brook leading from it to 
the ponds will probably fail when dry 
weather comes, something it 1ms never 
done before. The cemetery officials fear 
that the ponds will have to be fed from 
artificial sources, unless some way is found 
of preventing this draining of the natural 
springs. The city is responsible for this 
loss, of course, and some city otlicials favor 
providing the ponds with city water, if 
necessary, as a mere act of justice. 

The imnrovements on tiie side hill near 
tiie ponds have been completed, and this is 
now one of the most beautiful sections of 
the cemetery and many lots have been sold 
there recently. 

The annual reports, which were read at 
the annual meeting lust week, show that 
the financial interests of tiie cemetery are 
in a very satisfactory condition, and that 
tiie careful management of former years is 
showing excellent results. 


The sad news of the death by drow ning 
of Harold I). Gilbert was announced in the 
daily papers of last Saturday. His home 
was at Newton Highlands, where his 
mother lives, and he was an only child. 
The accident occurred in the Connecticut 
River, near Hanover, last Friday after- 
noon, while he was out canoeing with his 
chum, Fred. V. Dennis of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
also a junior at Dartmouth. The river was 
very high and the current unusually swift, 
owing to the heavy rains, hut they started 
out for a short trip directly after supper. 

They paddled down river safely for 
about two miles, and then set out to return. 
All was well until they reached the rapids, ! 
but here the fierce eddying current rushed 
through a narrow gap between the Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire shores w ith the 
speed of a race horse. 

Both were skilful canoeists, however, 1 
and had nearly maneuvered their craft 
through the dangerous passage when a 
strong eddy took them unawares and cap- j 
sized the canoe, throwing both men into 
the river. Both sank, then quickly came I 
sputtering to the surface, yelling for help, 
aud seized the same end of tiie canoe. 

Bennis was the stronger swimmer of the 
two, and seeing the danger of his chum, 
who was the weaker, heroically left the 
support to Gilbert and breasted the cur- 
rent. In a moment he looked back and 
saw for the last time the frightened face of 
his companion, struggling in the current. 

Expending all his strength, he barely 
was able to reach the shore, ami in a terri- 
bly exhausted condition, to drag himself to 
the southern side of Mink brook ; and then, 
without enough strength left to swim 
across mid spread the sail news, he sank 
helpless to the ground. 

lie was found some time later by some 
of the college men and taken to the hospi- 
tal. and then a search was made for young 
Gilbert, but without success, although it 
was renew ed the next day by the college 
authorities. 

Young Glibert was one of the most con- 
scientious, upright men in college, a mem- 
ber of the V. M. C. A., an athlete and a 
scholar. He took a prominent part in the 
cast of “The School for Scandal,” which 
the Buskin recently presented. He was an 
excellent writer, and sustained somewhat 
of a reputation as a speaker. He was a 
member of the Psi Upsilon fraternity and 
was generally liked and respected. 

All search for the body of young Gilbert, 
has proved futile, and dragging of the river 
bottom has been abandoned. A large num- 
ber of students have been selected and di- 
vided into watches to be on duty night and 
day till all chance of the body rising is 
past. A boom of logs has been constructed 
above the Olcutt Falls, and a log driver de- 
tailed to watch the condition of the logs 
each day. Stuffed sucks have been sunk in 
the rapids, and their course noted by buoys, 
and the experiment seems to indieute that 
the missing body is in the rapids. 

The river has subsided considerably since 
Sunday, and if the body is not discovered 
today, dynamite explosions are to be tried.

BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 


LIVELY HEARING ON MR. SEARS’ PETI- 
TION FOR LICENSE. 

A lively hearing, behiud closed doors, 
was held Tuesday evening by the license 
committee of the board of aldermen on 
the petition of Sherman N. Sears of Lower 
Fails for a sixth class liquor license. 

There were present several prominent 
residents of Lower Falls, who appeared as 
remoiistrunts, among them Rev. O. R. 
Miller, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. The nature of the charges are not 
known. 

The matter is said to have caused consid- 
erable feeling among Lower Falls resi- 
dents, and public sentiment is thought to 
be equally divided. Mr. Sears is reported 
to have tiie indorsement of many promi- 
nent citizens of tiiat place umi is bucked by 
a petition with a large number of signers. 

The committee will take tiie mutter under 
ad viseiuent and report at tiie next session 
of the board of aldermen, when a public 
hearing will probably be ordered. 

The case has attracted a good deal of at- 
tention, as it came up first a year ago, when 
Mr. Sears was summoned before the hoard 
of aldermen to show cuuse why his license 
should not be revoked. He asked fora 
public hearing, but was denied, lie was 
not allowed to hear the churges against 
him. which were heard by the board be- 
hind closed doors, and was not given the 
privilege of being represented by counsel. 
After this hearing his license was revoked. 
It was afterward intimated that some of 
ills accusers were unwilling to testify in 
public.

THE LATE LEGISLATURE. 


The legislature that has just adjourned 
was in some respects a remarkable one. 

It did some good things for which we are 
all thankful, such as amending the anti- 
quated and unjust newspaper libel law, 
which will free newspapers in some degree 
from merely speculative libel suits, brought 
principally to give unscrupulous lawyers 
something to do. Senator Harwood and 
Representative Pickard were in favor of 
this justice to the new spapers. 

It is interesting to find how this legisla- 
ture stood in regard to the contest between 
labor and capital, one of the great ques- 
tiensof the day, and one which promises 
to be more prominent still, ow ing to the 
tyrannical and unjust exactions of the 
great trusts and corporations. 

There were a number of labor measures 
presented, but it is rather surprising to note 
that not a single one passed, and every bill 
reported favorably by the committee on 
labor was rejected. This is particularly 
notable, as coming at a time when the com- 
plaints against the encroachments of capi- 
tal are so widespread, and have been made 
the great issue in a political campaign. 

The great corporations, on the other hand 
while they did not have things entirely 
their own way, nevertheless got near- 
ly everything they really wanted. The 
"West End free transfer bill Illustrated the 
great influence of capital, and while the 
house passed the bill for the fourth time, 
the real tight against it was made in the 
Senate, and as usual the Senate was under 
corporation influence and defeated the bill. 
The elevated railroad bill was passed, but 
it is to the credit of the House that many 
privileges that the Senate was willing to 
grant were stricken out in the lower 
branch. The elevated railroad people se- 
cure very valuable privileges as it Is, and 
for these the people receive very small re- . 
turn. The bill to permit the Boston & j 
Maine to buy the stock of leased roads, a 
great stock- watering scheme, easily passed 
the Senate and was only defeated in the 
house by a very narrow margin, so great 
was the influence of this great railroad cor- 
poration. Even this defeat is said by a 
well-know n lobbyist to be only due to the i 
fact that the railroad was so sure of the 
passage of the bill that it refused to put 
out any money. 

The corporation intlueuce aguihst the ! 
Hudson River and Berkshire railroad and 
the Boynton bicycle railroad bill was suffi- 
cient to cause a tremendous struggle over 
both measures. 

The insurance corporations had very 
great influence in the Senate but the House 
was not disposed to grant any favors, 
owing to revelations, in connection with 
the insurance commissioner, and the com- 
panies did not g**t any very valuable con- 
cessions. The gas corporations of the 
state had sufficient influence to prevent 
any unfavorable legislation, as did the 
telephone monopoly. 

Taken all in all, it will be seen that 
Capital has very little to complain of, as it 
secured most of the privileges it desired, 
while labor got nothing. The interests of 
the people, apart from the lubor question, 
were much better looked after than by 
some recent legislatures, thauks to the 
House, and there is a good deal of encour- 
agement in this. We have not hud any 
such open surrender to the corporations as 
ha* been the cuse in Illinois, New York, 
and some other stutes, and for this all 
should be thankful.

The 
taking away of the Upper Falls office Is 
only another illustration of the total lack I 
of business sense displayed In the whole • 
Newton postoffioe business, and shows ! 
! what a ridiculous muss results when bust- 1 
1 ness questions are allowed to be decided I 
. on other than business principles.

Work has at last begun on Washington 
street, a force of men being employed near 
Adams street, and It is said that the steam 
roller will be put on this section just as 
soon as the last section of the boulevard is 
finished, which is expected to be this week. 
The street railway company have let the 
contract for laying the double track, and as 
the rails have arrived, it is said that next 
week will see the beginning of this work 
at West Newton, and the tracks will be 
laid as far as the car house, where the B, & 

! A. tracks encroach upon the street. Then 
the other open sections of the street will 
be attended to, and as fast as the tracks are 
laid the city employes w ill follow and put i 
the street In order. As the B. & A. tern- 
i porary tracks will probably be given up 
within a month or two itdoes not seem un- 
reasonable to think that Washington street 
can be got into good order by early in Sep- 
tember. at least. 


The arrangements for the extension of 
free delivery are progressing. The post- 
masters at all offices except Newton Cen- 
tre will be changed for superintendents, 
and their salaries will be SloOO at Newton, 
Newtonville and West Newton, $900 at 
Auburndale and New ton Highlands, and 
the office at Newton Upper Falls will be 
abolished, and only a sub-station main- 
tained, for the sale of stamps, with a 
salary of $300. Upper Falls people will 
get their mail from the Highlands office. 
Except In Newton there will only be two 
deliveries a day, including the central office, 
but Newton will have three as heretofore, 
as the many business establishments there 
and the large population could not get 
along with less. Newton will also have 
one more clerk than any other station, and 
two more than all except Newtonville and 
West Newton.

Councilman Warren showed great 
presence of mind, Monday night, in moving 
to adjourn, and so cutting off further in- j 
quiry into the condition of the sidewalk 
appropriation, which seems to be in a ' 
rather delicate state, owing to the severe 
attacks made upon it from all quarters. 
The new members are finding that even 
the largest appropriations can be exhaust- 
ed, although some of them still insist that 
the regular highway appropriation is in a 
very satisfactory condition. 


Every one will commend the Common 
Council for their amendment of the bell- 
ringing order on the Fourth, which post- 
pones the ringing of the morning bell from 
4,3o to 7 (/clock. There will be noise 
enough on that morning, without the bell- 
ringing, and the councllmen have shown 
good sense in doing something to make the 
night before the Fourth less dreudful than j 
usual. They evidently appreciate the fact j 
that noise is not necessarily an evidence of j 
patriotism.

Two Postofflccs for Newton. 

To tho Editor of the G it a run • : — 

Will you kindly give place in your col- 
umns to the accompanying announcement 
made in the Interest of all who lovo New- 
ton. 

If tho citizens of Newton will unite and 
ask for two postoffices, one at Newton 
Centre on the circuit road for tho eight 
thousand people on the south side of the 
city, and one on the main line of the Bos- 
ton «V Albany railroad for the twenty 
thousand people on the north side, they 
can have these two offices For Senator 
Hoar and Congressman Sprague have 
agreed to present this petition to the post- 
oillce department. 

In an interview, June 1, in which this 
proposal was made to the First Assistant 
Cost Master General, he asked, would this 
second office be on the main lino of railroad ? 
Would It t*c at the centre of population? 
At the point most easily accessible from 
every part of the city .' How far would 
this office bo from tlic other office? (Offices 
must be two miles apart. i With what other 
places would it be directly connected? Re- 
ceiving satisfactory answers to the ques- 
tions, he said: “You Imd better work 
along that lino.” June 3th, .Senator Hour 
Informed the writer that he and Mr. 
Sprague had agreed to ask the postollice 
authorities for these two offices. June 9th, 
Hon. C. F. Sprague wrote: “I wait only 
to hear a request from all sections that 
such a change in the present plan is desira- 
ble. and that all the different districts unite 
in asking for it." Unity is tho solvent of 
our difficulties. Tho postoffico department 
will not open the case to the conflicting 
claims of different offices. The thing to do 
is to got the petition before the department 
at the earliest possible moment. If any 
public spirited citizen wiB aid in obtaining 
signatures in his own locality, petitions 
will he promptly furnished, and all who 
love peace will be his debtor. A country 
that is worth dying for Is worth living for 
too.

Uranus and Saturn. 

For the first time since April, 1894, the 
plunet Uranus is in position to describe 
and easy to identify. Down in tlie south- 
east is tlie red star Antares, tlie heart of 
tlie Scorpion. Above ure three bright 
stars in a curve, whose center would be 
just ubove Antares. The upper one is 
Beta, the middle one is Deltu. Close be- 
low Beta is Omega, which shows in opera- 
glass as a line double stur. Nearly as far 
above Delta as that is above Antares is the 
planet Saturn, the brightest of tlie group. 
Below and to tlie right of Saturn, nearly as 
far from it as Delta is from Beta, is Kuppa 
Librae, just visible to naked eye, the foil 
forming a long rectangle. C lose abovi 
Kappa and nearly as bright is tlie plunet 
Uranus, the two forming in opera-glass a 
pair nearly equal to Omega. To the right 
und ubove Kappa, half as fur from it as is 
Saturn, is tlie very faint star 41. On June 
5 Uranus wus in line from Kappa toward 
Saturn. He is slowly moving toward 41, 
and which he will puss ubout the end o| 
June. Saturn is moving puruliel witli 
Uranus. Uranus is tlie next plunet beyond 
Saturn und twice as fur uwuy. E. G. C.

WHICH HAVE m.KN PltESENTKP TO TIIF. 
POST A E AUTHORITIES AT WAHIIINOTON. 

The following facts about Newton will 
he of intesest to every one on account of 
the agitation that has been raised over the 
location of n central postofflee: 

1. The city contains twenty squnro 
miles. 

2. Every resident usually builds us far 
from the center of the city as possible in 
order tit he us near as possible to the llns- 
ton A- Albany railroad station, the post- 
office, and the provision stores on which 
his family rely. 

3 Until within live or six years the B. A- 
A. R. R. has been our sole means of transit. 
The main line from Boston to Worcester 
was lniilt at the beginning of the century. 
The villages along the main line were tlie 
lirst located and tlie main line postoffices 
have been established about forty years. 
The so-called Circuit Road was completed 
in 188(5. The first circuit mail was sent 
January 21, 1891. Before that tlie villages 
on the circuit were on a branch line with 
their mail going and coming through Bos- 
ton, for they had not, and they have not 
now, any. through line east or west. 

4. The City of Newton contains seven 
wards, witli a population in 1895 of 27,950. 

Wards 7, 1, 2, 3 and 4 are on the main 
lino of the Boston Ac Albany railroad and 
contain but 3,019 acres. For convenience 
of comparison we shall speak of these 
wards as tlie northern half of the city. 

Wards 5 and 0 contain 5,455 acres und are 
on that branch of the B. A- A. called “The 
Circuit ’’ For convenience we will call 
this, the southern half of tlie city.

S A I TOO II A PUS. 

ROBERT SPRING’S SUCCESS IN BOLD 
LITERARY FRAUDS. 

Ills KpiTlnlty Wm* tin* s; rt re* of Early 
Aim-rliim Patriot*, nti.l 111* Forgeries | 
Are Trenfinred by J any » Collector. 1 
How lie Wm Detected. 

One of the most expert of autograph 
for; cr fiot::i»hcd in 1 1.1s country and /or i 
a time enjoyed a success only equaled by < 
that of the notorious Vraln Lucas, the 
Frenchman who victimized M. Charles, | 
the savant, to the tune of 49,000 francs. 
The name of this rogue was Robert Spring, 
and though the actual scene of his rascal- 
ities was not New York, there are many 
In New York's collection that are Infected 
by his fabrications, and that, too, in the 
department now held In highest esteem — 
that of American history, and especially of 
Washingtonians. 

Spring was a Londoner lmrn. and served 
his time us Indentured clerk to a scrivener 
of that city. This person, Furnival by 
name, who a noted bibliophile, nml it was 
in his employ that Spring doubtless ac- 
quired his knowledge of old lwoks and his 
nmrvi lous facility In using the pen 

It was »n 1845 that Spring came to this 
country and opened a hrlc-a-brnc shop In 
Baltimore, dealing also in rare hooks and 
autograi lis In the last line his business 
was lar :ind profitable, as lie made the 
autogru^ s himself, needing no other tools 
than tie- stump of a quill pen, a bottle of 
brown ink and a few blank leaves taken 
from the volumes on his shelves. Encour- 
aged by bis success, he overdid the thing, 
and Baltimore became undesirable as a 
place of residence. So he removed to Phil- 
adelphia in the early fifties (1854 it Is sup- 
posed) and opened another curiosity store 
on South street, west of Broad, and for a 
number of years did well and even pros- 
pered. 

Collecting autographs was a fashion of 
the time, and Spring fabricated them by 
the ream, asserting in later years that he 
had sold at least 000 Washingtons, besides 
many Clymers, Franklins, Hopkinsons, 
Jeffersons, Whipples and others. He was 
very partial to the signatures of the sign- 
ers, In fact, and supplied them to the trade 
ad libitum. He not onlyffiad much knowl- 
edge of out of the way Revolutionary his- 
tory, hut also was an excellent narrator, 
and is his convivial moments u most amus- 
ing companion. His frauds must huvo 
been almost numberless, for he did a large 
business, both In New York and Canada, 
selling to a lawyer in this city 00 bogus 
letters from Benedict Arnold and bis wife 
Margaret, while he supplied the erudite 
Kunucks with many Franklins and Wash- 
ingtons. 

Suspicion was first aroused against him 
when the library of one of the early Amer- 
ican judges, a connection of the Washing- 
ton family, was sold at auction in Phila- 
delphia. Many of the 1 looks had in them 
the autograph of Washington, and these 
naturally brought high prices. But it was 
thought extremely odd, to say the least, 
when in one of tlie volumes a letter of 
Spring's was found, worded ambiguously 
and offering his services to someone in- 
terested in the sale, a nephew of the judge. 
Moreover, a copy of u book printed in 1804 
was ulso graced with Washington’s signa- 
ture. It is difficult to see how Washington 
could have written in a hook published 
after ills death, and this posthumous pro- 
ceeding provoked much talk, well informed 
bookmen beingnf the opinion that Spring’s 
omnivorous industry in deception had been 
employed in giving a fictitious value to 
volumes with the autographs. However, 
this was mere suspicion, und came to 
nothing. 

Perhaps, indeed, if Spring had led a- 
regular life lie might never have been more 
thuu dimly suspected. Blit for Ids drink- 
ing habits it is a question whether he 
would huvo l>een detected at all. Wary and 
reticent when sober, he was just the oppo- 
site when drunk, and toward the last of 
his life this was ids usual condition. While 
intoxicated he would make no secret of his 
forgeries, hut would take up a pen and 
show his skill by writing a Penn, a C’ly- 
mer or a Morris. To a friend he declared 
that ho had sold to a country clergyman 
an autograph of Pontius Pilate for $3, and 
he described with much humor the trem- 
bling eagerness with which this modern 
Dr. Primrose secured his fanciixl prize. 

His actual detection was due to a Dr. 
Davis of Philadelphia, to whom lie laid 
sold a number of tlie signatures of the 
signers. By accident one of them became 
wet and faded out. It was then found 
tliut it laid not lai n written with ink, but 
with a brownish pigment wldeh tlie forger 
himself had made. Dr. Davis' inquiries 
made Spring’s swindling manifest. Spring 
was arrested and taken before Mayor Mr- 
Michael, who declared that there was no 
excuse for such pranks. “Collectors,” ho 
proceeded to say, “hud the moans of test- 
ing tlie characters of these writings by 
comparison with numerous authentic speci- 
mens of the handwriting of the immortal 
Washington, to whom we ure so indebt- 
j ed,” etc. Accordingly, a Washington au- 
tograph wus borrowed for tb© moment 
from the Independence hall collect (An, 
about the genuineness of wldeh there could 
he, of course, no doubt. This autograph 
was laid side by side with the forged pa- 
per. Their agreements were startling, but 
confusion and tribulation followed when 
jsprii.g said quietly : 

"Why, gentlemen, tliut ’s one of mine 
too ! ’ ’ 

For a few seconds there was silence, and 
tliiii unmitigated disgust ut themselves 
among tlie collectors assembled in court. 
T lien the mayor told Spring that the dig 
idly of the law would ho vindicated in bis 
ease some day, and the forger left the room 
ns soon as possible. Deprived by exposure 
of his former income, lie lived meanly and 
miserably, wasting in wretched dissipa- 
tion the few dollars he made by petty 
forgeries. Flnully bis habits demoralized 
Vim completely, and he ln-cume reckless in 
ids swindling und esmjiod imprisonment 
Ircqucutly only on the pluu ot extreme 
poverty. At length he died in the Penn- 
sylvania hospital of asthma, aggravated 
by intemperance. Though he has liecn 
dead many years, his fabrications still ex- 
ist in large numbers and enrich many col- 
lections. Valueless |inpers are hard to 
trace, and, moreover, some collectors 
would object to tin tracing. It is not al- 
ways agrivable to have the authenticity of 
one’s collection questioned. — -New York 
buu.

LOWERS THE RECORD. 


Tin: ATHLETIC SPOUTS AT THE NEWTON 
CLUBS GROUNDS. 


Off the N. C. A. A. track yesterday af- 
ternoon, Tom Burke of the New Y'ork 
athletic elub chipped 1-5 of a second off 
Lon Myer’s world’s record for 500 yards. 

Flannag&n, the Irish champion, tried to 
break his own record iu hammer throwing, 
und although he failed to touch his former 
figures, lie easily outclassed his competi- 
tors, Ellery Clarke and Healey, the Tufts 
man. 

The first event on the program was the 
mile team ruce between Cambridge high 
and Andover. Cambridge was represented 
by \V. \V. Garrett, H. J. Winslow, G. L. 
Dow and \V. A. Applegate, and Andover 
by F. W. Haskell, C. N. Kimball, C. II. 
Sehweppe aud A. H. Richardson, Garrett 
of Cambridge was off in the lead und se- 
cured a lead of about three yards at the 
finish. Gurrett on the second lap got away 
even more quickly und increased the lead 
to nearly 10 yards, which Winslow 
widened up to 15. In the fourth lap Rich- 
ardson nearly pulled rite race out l’or An- 
dover. At the half he was only four 
yurds behind Applegate of Cambridge and 
finished only two in the rear. The win- 
ning Cambridge team finished in 3m. 33s. 

In the ligpound hammer throwing the 
contestants were J. Flunmigan, scratch; 
E. II. Clarke, It. A. A., 23 ft, aud Iloilo 
Healey of Tufts, 20ft. Flammgan’s best 
throw was i:ss ft 7 1-2 in. but on a foul he 
covered 142 ft fiat. Clarke covered 121 ft. 
10 1*2 in actual throw, und Healey 127 ft. 
8 1-2 iu actual. The event was won by 
Ilealey. distance 147 ft. 8 1-2 iu ; E. II. 
Clarke second, distance 144 ft. 10 1-2 in: 
J. Flunnugan third, distance i:t8 ft. 7 1-2 in. 

The last event was the 5<R>-yard handi- 
cap, with Tom Burke at scratch. There 
was a good field of fast men out, but the 
interest centered in Burke’s attempt to 
cut Lon Myer’s record of 58s. The start- 
ers were T. E. Burke, N. Y. C. A.: Hen- 
ry Lyons, N. Y. A. C, 15 yds; A. II. 
Richurdson, I*. A. A., 20 yds; F. W. Has- 
kell, I*. A. A., 30 yds; H. W. Bunion, N. 
C. A. A., 30 yds; Leicester Warren, 11. A. 
A., 20 yds, and C. 11. Sehweppe, P. A. A., 
23 vds. 

There was a stiff breeze blowing at the 
start, which wus against the runners. 
Before the first turn was passed Burke 
was half way through the hunch, and ut 
the half way second. At the lust turn he 
wae far in the lead, aud finished with 
plenty of space to spare. He run u heady 
race aud kept himself well in bund from 
the start. His time for the 500 yurds was 
57 4-6s, just l-5s under Myer’s record. His 
time for the quarter was 51s. fiat. Haskell 
finished second aud Richardson third.

statement deducts the item of $5,597.25 for 
general repairs and other expenses, and 
also $9,900, contributions received for sup. 
port of free beds. The item $5,597.25 is 
just us much a necessary item of expense 
towards cost of maintenance of patients as 
any of the other items, as you will see bv 
tho statement in detail which 1 send with 
this; and as for deducting a nart of the re- 
ceipts in order to arrive at the cost of run- 
ning the Hospital, it is ridiculous, as any 
business man w ould say, und not worthy of 
consideration. 

I therefore reiterate my statement that 
the cost for 181ki was $29,988.27, ami divid- 
ing this amount by 2479 G-7, the number of 
weeks of Hospital treatment as stated to 
i me by the superintendent, makes the cost 
per week $10.90 for all cases for iN9ti. 

We d<> not ask the city of Newton to 
•‘contribute to a constantly accumulating 
fund,” but to pay us at cost for value 
received, and that is all we ask or expect to 
receive. 

Your committee have gone into this mat- 
ter very thoroughly, and reported their 
findings to the city council, and it is very 
unfortunate that your report could not 
have received the endorsement of every 
member of your honorable board. Regard- 
ing the amount of money on hand Jan. 1,

on hand, instead of $13,984.00 as reported 
by Alderman Downs, of this amount, 
$7823.67 was received from the churches of 
Newton the last of the year 1896, for use in 
1897. This matter of cash on hand, how - 
ever, has nothing to do with the case under 
discussion. I merely wish to correct Aider- 
man Downs’ statement, and to say in his 
own words as taken, from the Newton 
Graphic, that the Newton Hospital trus- 
tees “want it settled on business principles 
and not on sentiment.” The Hospital 
trustees are entitled to respectful consider- 
ation, and are also entitled to have this 
matter settled very soon, and before the 
summer adjournment of the city council, as 
it has been before them for live months. 
The Hospital has not received any money 
from the city since Feb. 1st, 1897, for ser- 
vices rendered, and has consequently been 
obliged to borrow* to meet its current ex- 
penses. What would have greater relevan- 
cy to this discussion, and w e w ish t<» em- 
phasize this point, is the comparative state- 
ment of cost of treatment at different hos- 
pitals, which was included in the report by 
your committee, showing that whereas the 
cost of the contagious ward was $lo.

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Refusing: South American Trade. 

The speech of Coolidgo S. Roberts at the 
dinner to the South American business 
men, interested many of his friends in 
Newton, as he is a prominent member of 
the Newton Club, although he recently re- 
moved to Cambridge. The Boston Corres- 
pondent of the Springfield Republican 
says: It 1ms been my fortune to-day to 
tulk with Coolidgo S. Roberts, who has 
been charged with violating the proprieties 
in bringing in the subject of the tariff in 
his speech at the club. He is a duly ac- 
credited tlelegate here of tlie chamber of 
commerce of Buenos Ayres. He is a mem- 
ber of it, lias lived in tlie Argentine Re- 
public for many years, conducts a large 
trade both ways, sending out cargoes of 
our manufactures and importing hides, 
wool and other products of the Argentine 
republic. He received two urgent letters 
from the chuniber of commerce there 
asking him to act as their official repre- 
sentative, and lie is fully conversant with 
the feelings of tlie members of the delega- 
tions from the other South American coun- 
tries. He was not only not out of taste, 
but he would have failed to rise to tlie t»i*- 
portunity of the occasion if lie hud failed 
to speak in the line in which he did. If 
the tariff passes, as it probably will, it will 
have a ruinous effect upon commerce be- 
tween our country and South America, 
which might be made more profitable than 
it now is. 

The comments in behalf of tlie Home 
Market club are Hotel, as alto tlie dedara- 
ti ui of Congressman Walker in favor of 
our policy of protection and impressing it 
upon tlie visitors. But the truth ought to 
be known to those who depend upon the 
politicians for their facts and purtyinspiru- 
tion, that there is a prodigious dbsatisCuc 
tiou right here in Boston with tlie pending 
tariff, whether it bent the Dingley or Al- 
drich sort. These people recognize that it 
is going to hurt business for many of our 
republicans.

his boyhood and youth until the time of 
graduation from Halyard University. He 
next entered the good old orthodox theo- 
logical seminary ut Cicsnrea, where his 
course was marked by an eurnest, thought- 
ful spirit that won for him the love and 
admiration of the faculty and his fellow- 
students.

The close of the story Is especially touch- 
ing. Emanuel had fallen in love with, and, 
at length married, Helen Curruth, the 
daughter of his old professor of theology. 
Just a week from the time of the wedding, 
the young missionary pastor was to dedi- 
cate a new “Chapel of Ch list-love.’’ which 
had been erected in place of the old struc- 
ture burned by his enemies in the suloou 
faction. It was a simple, wonderfully im- 
pressive dedication ceremony. With an in- 
spired earnestness and power that touched 
the hearts of all present, Emanuel Bayard 
spoke that last tender message to his be- 
loved people. As he and his bride passed 
out from the chapel at the close of the 
beautiful service, a great stone, hurled by a 
rulllan bar-tender, whose liquor interests 
he had ruined, struck its intended victim, 
and, in a moment, the heroic young pastor 
had offered up his last measure of self- 
sacrifice. 

Who can forget the pathos of the clos- 
ing scenes in the book,— the peuceful ebb- 
ing uway of life with the receding tide; the 
grief of the stricken hamlet, and the last, 
sad, touching tributes to a love which no 
mind cun measure? 

Such, in brief, is the story of “A Singular 
Life.” It is not a novel of brilliunt, com- 
plicated plot, nor does it pretend to intro- 
duce or resolve deep philosophical, ethical, 
or theological problems. It merely tells 
the simple story of a pure, Christ- ike life 
of self-denial 

Human nature is seldom responsive to 
sermonizing, but few hearts can resist the 
subtle inlluencc of manly heroism. In this 
hurrying, selfish age, we are too apt to for- 
get the basic principles of the higher life, 
uud often need to be reculled from the busy 
pursuits of the world to learn anew this 
lesson of loving altruism. 

The parallelism between the life of Christ 
and that of Emanuel Bayard is most strik- 
ing,— the name, Emanuel; the voluntary 
surrender of the world’s pleasures for the 
sneers, hardships, and even dangers, of 
work among the sinful uud suffering; 
Christ’s followers, the bumble Gullleuu 
fishermen,— Bayurd’s, the rough, uncul- 
tured fishermen of New England ; continual 
opposition and seeming failure confronting 
each, ami, at last, heroic death for those 
whom they loved. 

In reading u novel of such manifestly 
ethical teaching, one hardly gives u thought 
to analyzing its artistic merits of structure 
and finish. In geuerul, however, the style 
is naturul and interesting. For those who 
love the seu, Mrs. Phelps- Ward’s pictures 
of the changing moods of "Old Ocean" ure 
wonderfully well drawn. The characters 
are comparatively few in number, but yet 
each possesses that individuality which is 
the secret of a great story. To be sure, at 
times a monotonous repetition of detail in 
regain to certain minor characteristics of 
the ditlerent types becomes wearisome, and 
tends to detruct from u right conceution of 
their true personality. 

But, despite these occasional urtistio 
blemishes, we cun truly suy that it is a 
strongly written story. Whether it cun bo 
culled greut, time alone must decide. Its 
whole tone is sincere and uplightlug. Mrs. 
Phelps- Ward's picture of pure womanhood 
presents u strong, suggestive contrast to 
the tendency of many recent novelists to 
depict the sensual side of society. It is 
also a book that widens the sympathies by 
giving us a glimpse into lives less favored 
than our own, 

But, although these secondary lessons 


heating in sympathy with the restless 
pulse of weary humanity. While, in general, 
his poetical works cannot rank in sublimity 
of thought, or artistic finish, with the mus- 
torpleces of our greatest nineteenth cen- 
tury hards, yet to his few devoted disciples. 
Arnold Imparts a message of hope and 
cheer that inspires them to renewed en- 
deavor, as they traverse the toilsome road 
of life. 

Some lives seem to flow on with the un- 
troubled movement of a wide-sweeping 
river, while others, like mountain torrents, 
are whirled and dashed along in cataracts 
and rapids, over boulders and quicksands, 
until at length, after a wild and tempestu- 
ous course, they find the great calm ocean. 
Arnold’s poetry continually reveals an 
undercurrent of unrest that is the echo of a 
life beset by struggles with doubt, trial, 
temptation and sorrow. At times, this 
passionate unrest seems to overcome the 
optimism of his true self, and we find, for 
example, in such lyrics as “Despondency” 
and “Growing Old,” a momentary gloom 
that almost borders upon despair. 

Poetry is. at its best, indeed, a “criticism 
of life.” So, although Arnold, as a true, 
poetical critic, pictures the dnrker moods 
that enshroud the soul, yet these passing 
shadows only serve to intensify by con- 
trast the brighter optimism of his real 
philosophy of life. Arnold may have 
merited the somewhat vague title of "free 
thinker;’’ but, if his views were too broad 
to he contained within the prescribed 
limits of Ihiritan orthodoxy, his creed, as 
revealed in his poetry, embraced the very 
essence of the Sermon on the Mount. lie 
recognized that every life is guided by some 
ideal that uplifts or lowers its attainments. 
To Arnold, no grander conception of a per- 
fect life can he upheld for our emulation 
than that of the Great Teacher. In his 
beautiful sonnet, "East London,” ho pre- 
sents the thought that whoever sets before 
himself Christ, the Everlasting Light, can 
never lose sight of the brightness of heaven, 
no matter how dark and stormy the night 
of doubt and trial. And again, In “The 
Better Part”— 

“Was Christ a man like us? Ah ! let us try 
If we then, too, can l»e such men as he!” 
Arnold was a firm believer in the immor- 
tality of the soul, but his strong, restless 
nature could only conceive of that mysteri- 
ous hereafter as a broader sphere of activi- 
ty, for which this life is but an imperfect 
preparation. 

“No, no! the energy of life may be 
Kept on alter the grave, hut not begun ; 

And he who (lagged not m the earthly strife, 
From strength to strength advancing,— mil v he 
Ilis soul well-knit, and his battles won 
Mounts, and that hardly, to eternal life.” 
Probably no single poem embraces more 
completely Arnold’s philosophy of life than 
that beautiful tribute to his father, “Rugby 
Chapel.” Into its stanzas Arnold seems to 
pour forth the choicest thoughts of his in- 
nermost soul. It opens in a sad strain, as 
he pictures the rainy November twilight 
that enshrouds the old chapel where his 
father lies at rest. For a brief moment, 
there arise before him those bright scenes 
of by-gone days, when the living presence 
of the dear one was an inspiration to his 
followers. Then in a contemplative mood, 
the poet contrasts the grand life of self- 
sacrifice of Dr. Arnold with the meaning- 
less existence of the world's selfish throng. 
To that great soul, it was not enough to 
save himself, and to reach the haven at 
last, alone. 

“We were weary and we 
Fearful, anil we on our march 
Fain to drop down and to die. 

Mill thou turnedst, and still 
lSeckouedsl the trembler, and still 
(invest the weary thy hand

To Arnold, he most 
truly gains the ideal of perfect manhood, 
who, mingling with the life of the world, 
follows in the footsteps of the Master, ever 
seeking to uplift and encourage the fallen 
to press 011 towards the light.

The hospital needs 
the money. It now has to borrow to raise 
enough to pay the regular expenses, and 
the sum asked for is what has been voted 
in previous years. People generally feel 
that it Is not to the credit of Newton to 
treat its only charitable institution in such 
a niggardly fashion, and as though the city 
council thought the trustees were going to 
steal the money. If this petty struggle is 
to be gone through with every year, it wil 1 
i he impossible to get any honorable men to 
serve as trustees, for they are paid nothing 
for their services, and only consent to serve 
as n matter of duty, and a wish to help 
those who are ill and suffering, and cer- 
tainly their duties should not be made 
needlessly unpleasant 

Tiik rumor that sacred concerts were to 
be given on Sunday at Norumbega Park 
interested a great many residents of the 
city, |wlio enjoy music, but, owing to the 
lack of open air concerts in the city, have 
few opportunities to hear it out of doors. 
Nothing certainly could be more appropri- 
ate to the day than properly conducted con- 
certs of this kind, in the long summer 
afternoons, and the concerts would certain- 
ly have furnished innocent enjoyment to a 
great number of people, who would have 
otherwise nothing to do. Most cities have 
concerts of tills nature in summer, and it 
was thought that they would be welcome 
in Newton, especially as Mr. Adams 1). 
Clatlin, the President of the Norumbega 
Park Company, was to have charge of 
them, and was willing to submit the pro- 
gram in advance to the License committee, 
and these were to include popular hymns, 
and selections from the best composers of 
sacred music. Such concerts would have 
been an education to the people, but curi- 
ously euougli the License committee re- 
fused a permit. It is difficult to see on 
what grounds, as the Park consists of many 
acres, the company own land on both sides 
of the river, and there were no residents 
near enough to be disturbed. It is hoped 
the committee will reconsider tills action, 
as certainly the concerts, if properly con- 
ducted, as they would be, would be of great 
benefit to the people.

A PROFITABLE IMPROVEMENT. 

The foresight of the projectors of the 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard exten- 
sion will be still more evident when the 
figures of the assessors are made up, and 
the increase in valuation this improvement 
lias brought will mount up Into seven 
figures again for this year. 

Last year had it not been for the increase 
from this source the tax rate would have 
been much larger, and the large number of 
new buildings put up within a year, and 
the increase in the value of the land, will 
again help the city out. It is said that the 
increase in valuation has been already 
sufficient to pay all the interest on the cost 
of the improvement, besides leaving a 
balance that would make a very respect- 
able start towards a sinking fund to pay off 
the whole debt. 

The men who planned this great improve- 
ment of course had their own selfish inter- 
est in mind, but they were also able to see 
what a great benefit it would be to the city, 
utid the results will be still more gratifying 
as the years go on, and the unoccupied 
territory is built up. The boulevard runs 
through the most attractive part of New- 
ton, as most of the land is high, command- 
ing extensive views, and in every way 
adapted for the handsome residences that 
are being built along its course. At first it 
was thought that it&jUfitaPce from the rail- 
road stations would he an objection, but 
fortunately there area large class of people 
who do not want to have their homes ad- 
joining a railroad station, and the street 
railway that has been now extended to 
Riverside seems to accommodate all those 
who do not keep their own carriages. 

The amount of travel of ail kinds that 
passes over the boulevard would astonish 
those wIki have not become familiar with it, 
ami now that the boulevard is finished, it will 
tend to increase. The whole improvement 
is one of the greatest that a city like New- 
ton ever undertook, and its successful com- 
pletion may well be a souree of congratu- 
lation to every citizen, w ho is interested in 
Newton’s future. 

We have had other costly improvements, 
like the introduction of the sewer system, 
and the w idening of Washington street, 
but they were works of necessity, and had 
to be carried through w hether they were 
prolitable to the city or the reverse, but the 
boulevard was something that was due 
solely to the enterprise of the city and of 
its projectors, and even the latter may well 
be surprised at the immediate success that 
lias follow ed the improvement.

When once the policy ol exceeding tiie ap- 
propriations is begun, then it is tune tor tiie 
tax-payers to make vigorous protests. The | I* 1 
committees uli knew ut the beginning ol 
the year how much money they had to ex- 
pend, umi if they go ahead and expend it 
in the lirsl six months, then they show 
very poor business management. Ten 
thousand dollurs may not be a very large 
sum but it is the principle of tiie tiring that 
is vicious, and that would rum any cor- 
poration or city that followed such a policy. 

A due regard for tiie interests of the city, 
its reputation us a place ol moderate taxes, 
w ill not allow of uuy exceeding of regular 
appropriations, uud adding to the la* lute 
of the present year, which will under the 
most fuvorable circumstances be us high us 
it is wise to huve it.

Newton’s Postoffices. 

A Washington dispatch this morning 
savs : 

Postmaster Gen. Gary yesterday signed 
the final orders abolishing the nostoffice in 
the Newton Centre district. This settles 
all controversies and finally disposes of tho 
dispute as to whether Newton Centre is to 
he a central point of distribution. The 
appeal from the decision of the first as- 
sistant postmaster general creating sub- 
stations in place of postofflees lias been 
under consideration for some weeks. 

A large number ot petitions have been 
received and numerous statements, verbal- 
ly and otherwise, and many sacts have been 
presented, but the department stands firm 
by its original decision and the order for 
the abolition of tho postoffice and the sub- 
stitution of substations has been finally ap- 
proved by the highest authority. 

There is now a proposition to make a full 
carrier station of Newtonville. A number 
of petitions lmve been received In behalf of 
this proposed division of responsibility, 
which would take some of the importance 
away from Newton Centre, but the depart- 
ment intends to proceed upon the basis al- 
ready established for at least a few months, 
so that if there is a necessity for the estab- 
lishment of a full carrier station at New- 
tonville or at any of the other towns in the 
cluster about Newton Center the necessity 
may be developed. 

'I he department desires to test the efficacy 
of the service with the delivery from New- 
ton Centre, and whether it will furnish u 
perfectly satisfactory mail service. Should 
it be found at any time in the future, 
whether that may be next fall or next 
winter, that the public needs will be served 
by the re-establishment of the abolished 
system, with headquarters at Newtonville 
or any other town, that can be easily done. 

The order of June 10 consolidating the 
offices in Newton has been modified by 
making Newton Upper Falls a full carrier 
station, instead of a sub station as orginally 
ordered.

Centre’’ and the other blunders In the 
i dispatch, only show the total ignorance of 
the department in regard to Newton.

« College Girl Who A fleet* an Air of ] 
Superiority. 

Editorially, In i he Ladles' Home Jour- 
nal. Edward W. link « xptVKMS hlinsclt vig- 
orously In depn > a tlon nt the tendency to * 
introduce a dangerous element of snobbery I 
into education, lie not is the pervading 
"1 know so much" air that is encountered * 
on all sides, and the feeling that a line is I 
being drawn on a so called educational 
basis. Nil-. Bok contends that "an educa- 
tional process which sharpens ami polishes I 
only a girl's Intellect, and either deadens 
or neglects het heart or soul, Is a sorry ; 
Imitation of what an education really I 
stands for and Is. The practice followed 
by some girls who have Ixvtt at college of J 
holding their heads nlxm* those who have 
not is a foolish proetvdlng, and smacks of 
the most repulsive kind of snobbery. It is 
never safe for us to assume that, we know 
more than the people around us. whether 
we are college trained or not. The longer 
wo live in this world the more we become 
oonvincod how little we know. 

"The people most humble in their opin- 
ions are generally the best educated, it is 
an art which only a few of us learn, to 
be reticent of our own opinion when every 
one around us Is expressing his. Yet. tills 
Is one of tho attributes of the well educat- 
ed. Silence often speaks louder than 
speech. But the girl fresh from her hooks 
and college docs not always perceive this. 
Sho Is apt to assume, for example, that 
people art? uneducated If now and again 
they speak ungrammatically. But she 
docs not know that the most vital truths 
ever spoken or written, the truths which 
have done mankind the greatest good, 
have not always been those which would 
have borne grammatical dissection. 

"Their good lay in what was said rnthci 
than in tho way in which the sentences 
were constructed. It is when we arc young 
that we believe that all that is worth 
knowing is printed in books. When wt 
are older, we And that the deepest truths 
are never written. It is well enough for a 
girl to hold up for herself a standard in 
graiuniar or anything else. But she is 
unwise when sh.* believes thnt her stand 
ard is the one by which she must judge 
and measure others. She has no right to 
do so in the first place. And in the sec- 
ond, she is far more apt to be wrong iu 
her deduction than she is to bo correct.”

GENERAL GRANT’S UNIFORM. 


He Disliked to Change a Coat That He 
Found Comfortable. 

General Horace Porter describes the ad- 
vance on Petersburg in one of his articles 
In The Century on “Campaigning With 
Grant.” General Porter says concerning 
Grant’s attitude toward dress: 

Tho weather had become so warm that 
tho general and most of the staff had or 
dered thin, dark blue flannel blouses to be 
sent to them to take the plaeoof the heavy 
uniform coats which they had been wear- 
ing. The summer clothing hud arrived, 
and was now tried on. The generul’h 
blouse, like the others, was of plain mu 
terial, single breasted, and had four rcgti 
latlon brass buttons in front. It was sub- 
stantially tho coat of u private soldier, with 
nothing to indicate the rank of an oflfieei 
except the three gold stars of a lieutenant 
general on the shoulder straps. He wore 
at this time a turndown white linen collui 
ami a 6mull, black "butterfly” cravat, 
which wus hooked on to his front collar 
button. 

The general, w’hen ho put on the blotiso, 
did not take the pains to see whether it fit 
ted him or to notice how’ it looked, hut 
thought only of the comfort it afforded, 
ami said, “Well, this is a relief,” and then 
addl’d: “1 have never taken as much 
satisfaction as some people in making fre- 
quent changes in my outer clothing. I like 
to put on a suit of clothes when 1 get up 
in the morning and wear it until I go tc 
bed, unless 1 have to nuiku a change in my 
dress to meet company.

There were several matters of imp; rlance 
presented for consideration at Wednesday's 
evening meeting of the school committee 
iu tlie old Clntlin school at Newtonville. 
The principal business was the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Goodwin’s successor, Mr. 
Enoch C. Adams, as headmaster of the 
High school. 

Tlie meeting was called to order at 
quarter to eight by Mayor Cobb. A mo- 
tion to go into executive session was made 
and carried. This lasted about an hour. 

Tlie first action of the open board was 
the appointment of Enoch C. Adams as 
headmaster of tlie High school. This 
vote was carried 12 to 1. Ilis salary will 
be $3000 a year. 

The following nominations of teachers 
were then made: Bessie L. Payne as- 
sistant in tlie Barnard school, salary 
$020; Maud G. Bice, Annie M. McKenzie, 
Grace C. Perkins assistants in the High 
school, salary $020; Sadie M. Keeler as- 
sistant at the Bice, salary $020; Emma A. 
Batehelder as assistant at Mason, salary 
$ 020 . 

Mr. Hardy then read a majority report 
for the Ward 4 committee in which it was 
recommended that there be a In ad master 
appointed at the Hamilton school at Lower 
Falls. Tlie report set forth tlie facts that 
such an appointment was desired by tlie 
residents of that section, and that the com- 
mittee deemed is necessary. 

A minority report was made by Mr. 
Lawrence Bond of tlie same committee 
who said that he was sorry to disagree 
with the other members, but lie thought 
that such an appointment would incur an 
unnecessary expense to tlie city, it might 
establish a bad policy which was that other 
centers of population in tlie different parts 
of tlie city might ask to have a master in 
charge of the schools when the number of 
scholars reached 150 or over. By appoint- 
ing a master at this school tlie committee 
might be entering upon an expensive 
policy. 

Mr. Hardy thought tlie master should be 
appointed tnere.uot only as a school, but to 
Lower Fulls as a village. He spoke at 
some length of the need of a master iu tlie 
Hamilton school. 

At tli is point tlie regular teachers at tlie 
Hamilton school were renominated to 
servo another year. 

Mr. Crehore presented a petition signed 
by a largo number of Lower Falls residents 
and spoke iu furtherance of it. 

Mr. Hardy then told of his personal in- 
vestigation. He referred to tlie scholars 
that attended the sth and 9th grades of tlie 
Williams school at Auburndale und tlie in- 
convenience that these scholars were sub- 
jected to. He thought that the residents of 
that section of the city were justified in 
asking that a master be appointed. 

At this point Mr. Hale moved tlie matter 
be laid on tlie table. The motion failed of 
passage. 

Mr. Avery thought the matter should re- 
ceived further investigation. 

In response to Mr. Hollis’ question 
Superintendent Aldrich stated that at 
present there were six scholars attending 
the Williams school, Auburndale. During 
five years twenty-four scholars attended 
the Williams school. 

Mr. Hollis was opposed to the plan as 
suggested by tlie majority report of tlie 
Ward 4 committee, lie thought that the 
people would be dissatisfied at a master 
employed at such a salary us hud been sug- 
gested by Mr. Hardy, lie also quoted tlie 
figures of Superintendent Aldrich. 

Mr. Crehore followed and thought lie 
understood tlie opinion of tlie residents of 
Lower Falls. They desired a master in 
charge of tlie Hamilton school and that 
they w’otiid be satisfied with tlie school 
board’s selection. 

Amotion of Mr. Huletlmt tlie members 
of tlie Ward 4 committee, chairman of tlie 
finance committee and president of tlie 
board be appointed a committee to consider 
the question was made. 

President Hollis declined to serve and 
Dr. Huntington was elected in his place. 
Tlie motion was carried. 

Tlie report of tlie superintendent, w hich 
related solely to work in tlie High school, 
was read and accepted. 

Grace L. Huzen and Mabel A. Reed \Hjre 
appointed assistants iu the Williams school 
at a salary of $020 a year. 

Tlie finance committee reported the ex- 
penses for the month of May to bo $17,005,- 
1‘J. An order appropriating this amount 
was later adopted. 

It wus voted to request tlie city council to 
provide for additional accommodations at 
the Franklin school by providing four ad- 
ditional rooms. 

The next business was an order ap- 
propriating $l!»,noo for furnishing tlie new 
High school. At flic request of Mr. Ward 
Mr. Aldrich read the detailed expenses of 
tlie impropriation. 

Mr. Ward thought that more money was 
being expended than need be and his re- 
marks were to that effect. 

There were no other speakers and the 
order wus adopted. 

It was voted to instruct tlie secretary to 
acknowledge the receipt of a number of 
pictures from Mrs. Wade for tlie Wade 
school. 

A resolution expressing regret at Mr. 
Goodwin’s resignation and wishing him 
success in liis new field of work was 
adopted. 

At 10.30 o’clock tlie board adjourned.

j On Monday evening, at the Cangrega 
1 tlonal church at Auburndale, a reception 
was tendered to Dr. and Mrs. F. K. Clark 
by the members of the Newton Christian 
Endeavor Union. 

Dr. Hark has just returned from his 
j second tour around the world in tlie inter- 
jests of Christian Endeavor work, and the 
i occasion was a grand welcome home both 
to him and to his wife, who, with tlie rest 
j of tiie family, has spent the w inter in 
I Europe. 

The church was prettily trimmed with 
potted plants, cut flowers and evergreen, 
while conspicuous among the floral decora- 
tions, were tlie black and yellow flags of 
California ’97.

Adirondack Notes. 

Paul Smith, N. Y. 

The fishing on Little Spitfire Pond lias 
been of the best thus far, and the sizo of 
the trout is above the average. < hie party j 
caught several that were larger than the 
six pound trout taken by Dr. Watson oT I 
Brookline. It is the general report that 
tlie fishing is better in nil tlie adjacent , 
bodies of water than over before. One 
speckled trout was caught that weighed ! 
four pounds ami one ounce. It incus- ; 
nred twenty-one inches long, ami ; 
the girth was thirteen inches* Another j 
weighed three pounds and twelve ounces, [ 
and another three pounds and eight ounces 
dressed. 

Saranac Lake. 

A party of five gentleman and three 1 
ladies were gone three days and during 
that time they fished just ten hours, and 
caught one hundred and forty-six and two- 
thirds pounds of speckled trout, dressed 
weight, and they had trout at every meal 
for three days that was not weighed, and 
which were taken during the time they 
were fishing. It is fair to say that the 
total cat oh would exceed one hundred and 
sixty pounds. One of the gentlemen caught 
in thirty minutes fifteen trout that dressed, 
weighed thirty-two pounds. They were all 
of tlie brook trout species. 

Saranac Inn. 

The trolling at this hotel was never more 
promising than at tlie present time. One 
of our guests, a young lady, took three 
within one hour, and tlie largest was a lake 
trout that weighed six pounds. Many 
have been taken by our annual visitors, 
that greatly exceed this; one weighed 
twenty-four and one-half pounds, another 
twenty-two, and tlie largest one was esti- 
mated to weigh twenty-six pounds. These 
were caught with a troll and in very deep 
water. 

Wawbeck Lodge. 

The Connecticut party have been here 
ten days and in that time they have taken 
away very line fish. There is no body of 
water in tlie Adirondacks that affords 
greater returns to the angler than Upper 
Saranac Lake, and as this lias been proven 
by the many specimens now on exhibition 
at the different hotels along the shores of 
this lake one needs only to see them to bo 
convinced of this fact.
